FRANCE. 

Precautions against importation of cholera. 

The following is received from Assistant Surgeon Wollenberg, at 
Naples, under date of March 29 : 

The president of the council of ministers has recommended the 
continuance of all preventive measures on the frontier against the 
introduction of cholera from Russia, i. e., inspection and disinfection, 
the protection from contamination of all drinking-water supplies 
in France, ordering all physicians and landlords to report all cases 
suspicious of cholera, and prohibiting the introduction from Russia 
of all articles liable to carry the infection. (See Public Health Reports 
October 2, 1908, p. 1427.)
